MacClure said the intersection should have traffic signals and other safety 
measures and urged council members and interested persons to attend a meet­ 
ing of the Lompoc Safety Council tomorrow night at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce office at 7:30 p.m. 
As a part of the criticism of the intersection, MacClure asked the city 
administrator to gather information from city records which show accidents 
and related incidents resulting from collisions at the Wye. 
The Mayor’s comments were prompted by three separate accidents at the 
Wye last weekend which resulted in the death of a Vandenberg Village woman 
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and injuries to. five other persons.

Agriculture Secretary Clifford Hard­ 
in has released $2 million in federal 
grants to help restore flood ravaged 
farmlands in 14 disaster designated Cal­ 
ifornia counties. 
Hard hit Lompoc and Santa Ynez val­ 
leys will share in the monies. 
News of the federal relief in the form 
of outright grants was announced in Wash­ 
ington yesterday by Congressman Char­ 
les M. Teague. 
In a telegram to the Record, Teague 
noted that the funds were for, “ removal 
of storm-deposited debris, grading and 
shaping eroded farmlands, establishing 
vegetative cover, and restoring conser­ 
vation structures, diversions, water­ 
ways, farm ponds, and diversion and irri­ 
gation ditches.” 
Nine days of storm beginning on Jan. 
24 laid waste to the two central coast­ 
al valleys. 
Damage 
estimates 
have 
ranged into the millions of dollars in 
Lompoc alone. 
Hardin’s action confirmed funds to im­ 
plement the federal government’s Agri­ 
culture Conservation Program which is 
administered by the county and State 
Agriculture Stablization Committee. Un­ 
der the program ranchers may get as 
much as $2,500 to help restore their 
farm lands. The program has been in 
existence, but it took action at the fed­ 
eral level to free the funds. 
Hardin’s action developed after urgent 
appeals by Teague and farm interests. 
Last Saturday the Lompoc Soil Conser­ 
vation District sent Hardin and other 
federal officials a resolution appealing 
for a increase in the $2,500 maximum 
grant and also for a relaxation of fed­ 
eral requirements on eligibility for fed­

Cachuma release 
schedule told 


F. G. (Phil) Macias, chief of the Cen­ 
tral Coast Development Field Branch of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, outlined yes­ 
terday future water release operations of 
Lake Cachuma reservoir. 
Macias said that the desired level of 
745.1 feet of water had been reached 
Monday evening and water release was 
shut off at midnight today for water 
storage until 2 p.m. today at which time 
500 cubic feet per second will again be 
released until the rate of inflow is reach­ 
ed. 
On March 17, all release will be shut 
off completely for the purpose of allow­ 
ing the Solvang-Cachuma 
pipeline con­ 
tractor and other downriver flood dam­ 
age contractor to survey their projects. 
The shut off will last for one week. 
“ Downstream contractors must con­ 
tend with local tributary flows from be­ 
low the dam,” Macias stated. “ Thefore­ 
going schedule is quite firm for all per­ 
sons doing channel work, but they must 
be prepared to pull out from the channel 
on short notice from the County Flood 
Control district engineer in the event 
of more storm.” 
Macias said that 20 cubic feet per sec­ 
ond will flow at all times from the out­ 
let works at the dam. He explained that 
maintenance problems forbid the shut­ 
ting off of this amount. 
Assassination try 
made on Van Huong 


SAIGON (UPI) — Terrorists attempted 
to assassinate Prime Minister Tran 
Van Huong today but were frustrated by 
South Vietnamese police in a running gun- 
battle in downtown Saigon. Huong, 65, es­ 
caped without injury. 
Two of the terrorists, who fired on 
the prime minister’s car, were captur­ 
ed. One was dressed in a South Vietnam 
mese army uniform. The terrorists also 
were carrying a deadly antipersonnel 
bomb. 
The attempt to kill Huong came as 
U.S. Marines began pulling out of the 
A Shau Valley after a six-week sweep 
which spokesmen said killed at least 
1,500 Communists and prevented a major 
Red assault in the northern provinces.

Two Apollo astronauts leave 
mothership for lunar craft

SPACE CENTER, 
Houston (UPI) - 
Two Apollo 9 astronauts, one fighting 
nausea that 
could cancel Thursday’s 
spacewalk, crawled through a manhole 
from their mothership to its attached lun­ 
ar landing craft today and televised back 
a view of its insides. 
Commander 
James A McDivitt and 
space rookie Russell L. Schweickart 
were spending nine hours in the moon 
lander, putting it through the first of 
three days of orbital tests that may tell 
whether or not Americans can walk on 
the moon this summer. David R Scott 
stayed behind in the command ship to 
maintain a vigil while his space chums 
gave the gawky lander they call “ spid­ 
e r” its first orbital workout with men at 
the controls. 
After three hours of preliminary tests, 


home television viewers got an all-bus­ 
iness look at the lunar module pilots 
standing at the control of the seatless 
spacecraft. 
Before the seven-minute telecast be­ 
gan at 9:29 a.m. EST, Schweickart re­ 
ported in a private conversation with 
doctors on the ground that he had been 
sick and vomited “ a few hours ago.” 
But he said he felt better later. 
McDivitt later referring to unstowing 
an antenna, 
told controllers: “Since 
we’re not going to do the EVA (extra 
vehicular activity) tomorrow there’s no 
sense unstowing it ” Space agency offi­ 
cials said, however, that Schweickart’s 
spacewalk had not yet been cancelled as 
a result of his illness. 
All three Apollo 9 astronauts previous­ 
ly had colds that delayed their launch 
three days. There was no indication 
what caused Sc hweickart’s nausea Be­ 


fore Monday’s blastoff, he took a mo­ 
tion sickness pill to avoid such an ail­ 
ment 


The transfer from one spaceship to an­ 
other was the first for the United States. 
And it was the world’s first switch 
of astronauts from one spacecraft to an­ 
other through a pressurized chamber—a 
tunnel as wide as a narrow doorway 
on earth The Soviets performed a more 
risky spacewalk transfer with Soyuz 4 and 
5 in January.

The Strategic Air Command long has had the reputation of being the 
“ graveyard for marriages.” SAC’s stringent demand for perfection and the 
frequent, long flights required of its air crews are the key ingredients blamed 
for the domestic turmoil. 
Whether the big command which carries the nuclear stick to defend our na­ 
tion is deserving of such an indictment is not known. It is known that in Lom­ 
poc, where SAC runs Vandenberg AFB, a great majority of divorce actions han­ 
dled by local attorneys are initiated by base-connected personnel — not a sur­ 
prising fact since a majority of the people in the immediate area are mili­ 
tary or contractor personnel. 
People should not get the erroneous impression that Vandenberg is a cause 
and not an ingredient in divorce actions. The Lompoc-Vandenberg AFB-Santa 
Maria area constitutes about 41 per cent of the total county population and 
also 41 per cent of the total county divorce filings in 1968. This compares 
favorably with the remainder of the county, including the Santa Barbara-Goleta 
area, indicating that the military base here is no more a cause for divorce 
than any other type of industry which would attract thousands of new people 
to a concentrated area. 
Yet in 1968 cases handled by Lompoc attorneys alone reveal that couples 
were serious enough to initiate a divorce-related action on the average of one 
every 33 hours. 
Local counselors include Terrill Cox, Lawrence Grossman, James Finley, 
Norbert Baumgarten, Gene Huseman, Gary Dunlap and Ned Tucker. 
Ninety-five per cent of all divorces in California are granted on grounds 
of cruelty. Interpreted locally, cruelty again raises its Medusa-like head. 
Attorneys score fickle finances, drunkedness, infidelity and immaturity. Young 
marrieds, including airmen who try to finance first-class households on fourth- 
class pocketbooks often find themselves tethered by ever-tightening debts. 
The wife has to work, the husband “ moonlights” and often there are children 
involved. 
The general opinion of local attorneys is that the primary youthful population 
in a highly transient area accounts for many of the young marriages and hasty 
divorces. City Planning Department Statistics show that 59.2 per cent of the 
area population is in the up-to-24 years-of-age category, with the 25-34 age 


bracket the highest single category with a 18.6 per cent. 
“ We've had young couples get divorces after only eight to 10 weeks of 
marriage,” one attorney revealed, summarizing the opinion of most of his 
local colleagues that young marriages accounted for the highest rate of di­ 
vorce. Another observed, “ Most of my cases are derived from those in their 
twenties and thirties; fewer in the forties and very few after fifty.” 
“ Excessive drinking is the result of an unhappy marriage, not the cause,” 
feels another attorney. Yet another said he has dealt with several women whose 
husbands had impending temporary military or contractor duty assignments 
overseas. “ They start checking out the bars a week before he leaves,” he 
commented. 
Another attorney wondered if sexuaJ incompatibility might be the root of 
it all. “ For instance, a woman may like her husband and feel he’s a nice 
guy, but is not compatible with him. She would never admit to sexual inade­ 
quacies in the marriage,” he explained. “ But would initiate the divorce action 
on grounds of cruelty,” using a superficial reason. 
Other documentaries from Lompoc attorneys: 
“ Custody hangs up more divorces than child support. The children are caught 
m the squeeze and many times become a social and personal problem.” 
“ Our longest contested divorce has been in and out of court for three 
years. The youngest partner in any of our casts - between 15 and 16 years 
old.” 
“ Eighty per cent of my divorce load is from young marriages.” 
Requirements include residency of one year to file for divorce and one year 
from interlocutory decree to final divorce. Average time of an uncontested di­ 
vorce — if both parties agree and proceedings are smooth — alxiut a month to 
interlocutory. 
One attorney quoted the cost of an uncontested divorce from start to finish 
as an average of $300, with $100 down, “ but many don’t have the money to 
pay,” he says. 


Attorneys concur that it isn’t any easier to obtain a divorce in California, 
but that former social stigmahas dissipated, making it easier for the public to 
accept. 
Love may be easy come, easy go, but it has been said that “ properly applied, 
it can empty our hospitals, our jails, our asylums. . . ” 
What about our divorce courts? 


A $500,000 bond issue to finance con­

Speight said the half»million txnid issue 
is being proposed to insure that all funds 
necessary to tin* project are available 
but that ttie bonds would be sold only in 
the amount required. He said that theiiv- 
elusion of an alarm system for the busi­ 
ness district was also under considera­ 
tion but that such matters would Ik? de­ 
cided as the project developed. 


Council’s action on the l>ond issue a|>- 
peared to decide once and for all the 
question of whether the city would move 
to get public ;tpproval for bonds to fi­ 
nance a fire station and city hall at the 
same tune. Speight saidearlier that “ ex­ 
perts” 
tie had consulted indicated that 
bond issues had more change of success 
if they were presented for each civic file 
ciiity separately.

SACRAMENTO

Ronald Reagans Administration 
concentrated today on finding 
its own tax reform solution that 
he 
hopes 
won’t 
cost 
the 
taxpayers any extra money. 
The GOP governor clearly 
rejected most major provisions 
of a tax plan proposed by a 
blue-ribbon committee headed 
by Controller Houston I. Flour­ 
noy. 
He told a news conference 
Tuesday that the administration 
hoped 
to formulate its own 
program and present it to the 
legislature soon. 
“ We 
are going 
to start 
immediately,” he said. “ We 
hope that it will be a matter of 
weeks.” 
The governor outlined some of 
his thoughts on tax reform for 
newsmen: 
“ There is noquestion but that 
some taxes undoubtedly would 
be increased, offset by others 
which would be decreased. But 
the end result should be that 
when the people finish reaching 
in their pockets they’re not 
taking out any more money 
than they presently are taking. 
The burden remains the same.” 
The 
governor opened his 
weekly 
news conference by 
reading a three-page prepared 
statement 
turning down the 
Flournoy commission’s propo­ 
sals for a state withholding tax, 
a statewide property tax and a 
sales 
tax 
on utilities and 
services. 
“ The principal problem in this 
whole 
difficult 
field 
is the 
necessity of securing a better 
distribution of the existing very 
large sources of revenue which 
our citizens provide for federal, 
state and local government at 
all levels,” he said. 
“ Unfortunately, the advisory 
commissions recommendations 
do not appear to solve this 
complex problem,” he added. 
“ Now we will proceed with 
tax reform,” he said. “ The tax 
reform 
that we 
seek is a 
decrease, 
certainly 
not an 
increase, in the reliance on the 
property tax.” Flournoy had 
depended heavily oo the state­ 
wide property tax to equalize 
school district taxes. 
Reagan, who has said repea­ 
tedly he will not agree to added 
taxes this year, said again that 
“ tax 
reform 
will 
not 
be 
employed by us to raise the 
present tax burden* or impose a 
greater 
tax burden 
on the 
citizen.” 
Later, Flournoy called a news 
conference 
to say 
he 
was 
disappointed in Reagan’s rejec­ 
tion of his key tax reform 
proposals. 
“ I wish him well in his efforts 
to pull 
together a specific 
program of his own,” Flournoy 
said. 
Reagan also may look at the 
latest proposal of A. Alan Post, 
the state’s legislative analyst. 
He outlined his own tax reform 
plans to the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee. Some 
had already been suggested by 
Post in the past. 
His 
proposals included a 
statewide school tax on business 
properties. 
Rost also called for sweeping 
changes in the allocation of the 


one-cent sales tax for cities and 
counties, the local share of 
cigarette 
taxes 
and 
motor 
vehicle in-lieu taxes. 
He also backed—as he has in 
the past—state assumption of

Nixon says 
Russ may 
aid peace

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)- 
President Nixon, coupling opti­ 
mism for world peace with a 
harsh warning to Hanoi, has 
come to the “ cautious conclu­ 
sion” the Russians may yet 
turn out to be peacemakers in 
both the Mideast and Vietnam. 
In a 55-minute news confer­ 
ence televised from the White 
House Tuesday night, Nixon 
fielded a barrage of foreign 
policy questions and, for his 
countrymen and the world to 
hear, made these points: 
—The United States “ will not 
tolerate” increased hostilities 
in Vk-inam during the peace 
talks and will make “ an ap­ 
propriate response” if the Com­ 
munist offensive continues. 
-His European trip was a 
“ precedent” to summit talks 
with the Russians “ at a later 
time.” 
—The Soviet Union will “ use 
its influence” to calm the West 
Berlin situation rather than 
hurt the prospects for summit 
talks. 
—There is no “ great opti­ 
mism” for improved relations 
with 
Red 
China 
in 
the 
immediate future. 
—He 
has 
reached 
“ the 
cautious conclusion that the 
Soviet 
Union 
will 
play 
a 
peacemaking role not only in 
the Mideast, but in Vietnam.” 
—The 
idea of sending a 
permanent envoy to the Vatican 
is being “ considered.” 
-He will make a decision on 
the fate of the controversial 
antiballistic missile system the 
first of next week. 
—There has been “ substantial 
progress’ toward a Middle East 
settlement 
and 
it 
“ seems 
likely” there will be four-power 
discussions, 
in the 
United 
Nations, on the troublespot. 
—There are “ no plans” to 
withdraw any American troops 
from 
Vietnam in the 
near 
future. 
The news conference was 
restricted 
to foreign policy 
matters, and of those, the war 
dominated the session. Nixon 
said the 
recent Communist 
offensive ‘technically’ could be 
in violation of the understanding 
on which the Paris peace talks 
are based. He said the matter 
was 
being examined 
“ very 
carefully.” 
But Nixon said he was “ not 
going to threaten” Hanoi and 
would 
hold 
“ a number of 
options,” including a resump­ 
tion of bombing in North Viet­ 
nam, in reserve. 
Supreme Court studies 
abortion law repeal

-California’s Supreme Court 
took 
under study today an 
unprecedented appeal to over­ 
turn the state’s abortion law 
because it violates a woman’s 
liberty to determine how she 
wants to use her body.

implications The court was told 
all 50 states have anti-abortion 
laws 
roughly comparable to 
California’s that permit abor­ 
tions only when necessary to 
save the mother’s life. 
Californias original 1850 abor­ 
tion law was liberalized in 1967 
tc permit abortions in cases of 
forcible rape, incest and where 
the woman’s mental health may 
be endangered 


Attorney A,L. WirinandFred 
Okrand of Los Angeles contend­ 
ed Tuesday the anti-abortion 
statute violates the due process 
and equal protection clauses of 
the Constitution. 
They 
represent 
Dr. Leon 
Belous, Beverly Hills, a crusa­ 
der against abortion laws He 
was convicted in 1966 before the 
law was liberalized of conspira­ 
cy to commit abortion and fined 
$5,000. 
The conviction was 
upheld 
by 
a state court of 
appeal. 


The justices and attorneys 
both attacking and defending 
the law agreed they could find 
no precedent where an anti­ 
abortion law had been chal­ 
lenged 
as 
abridging female 
rights 
Wirin 
told 
newsmen 
he 
expected the appeal to go to the 


United States Supreme Court 
He said the abortion law was 
“ so broadly cast” it “ abridges 
the right of a woman to make 
decisions of herself with re­ 
spect to her body anduseoflt.” 


“ There is no compelling state 
interest which justifies overrid­ 
ing 
the 
woman's personal 
liberty...not to be compelled to 
bring to term every embryo,” 
Wirin said. 
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"Your boss thinks you have charisma? Well, don't 
worry about it, dear.

Earl M. Kisler, 22, St. 
Louis, told a Navy court of 
inquiry Tuesday. 
Kisler, whose face still bore 
the scars of north Korean fists 
and shoes, said his beating was 
a 
“ psychological 
weapon 
against the rest of the crew.” It 
worked. Several Pueblo sailors 
have testified that the sight of 
Kisler after his torture fright, 
ened them into writing propa­ 
ganda statements for the North 
Koreans. 
The five-admiral court met 
today to hear testimony from 
Capt. John R. Brock, an expert 
on sea law from the Navy 
Judge Advocate General’s Of­ 
fice. 
The court adjourned in the 
afternoon while the -admirals 
privately studied almost 2,600 
pages of testimony on the 
Pueblo's capture Jan. 23, 1968, 
and the conduct of her men 
during 11 months in a North 
Korean prison. 
A Navy spokesman withdrew 
an earlier forecast that testimo­ 
ny would end about the middle 
of next 
week. He said the 
admirals now plan to recall 
some witnesses to cover gaps in 
the testimony. 
The court still is interviewing 
Pueblo enlisted men, and the 
vessel's skipper, Cmdr. Lloyd 
M. Bucher, is due back at the 
witness table next week. 
Bucher was absent from the 
courtroom all day Tuesday. A 
court spokesman said he was at 
home doing administrative work 
in connection with the Pueblo’s 
crew. 
Bucher 
is 
still the 
commanding 
officer 
of the 
Pueblo’s personnel 
who are 
quartered 
at a barracks at 
nearby North Island Naval Air 
Station. 
Kisler said his working over 
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by the North Koreans followed 
his refusal to sign a letter to 
Newsweek magazine asking that 
the United States apologize for 
the Pueblo affair. 
“ It was my own decision,” 
Kisler said. “ Here was a rinky 
dink country with people that 
were less than people telling the 
strongest country on earth what 
to do. I’d had it.” 
Some Pueblo men refused to 
write letters for the North 
Koreans and got away with it. 
Kisler was taken to a North 
Korean officer called “ Robot” 
by the crew. “ Robot” lashed 
him across the face repeatedly 
with a rubber - soled sandal. 
Then he sat Kisier in a chair, 
and knocked him to the floor. 
Kisler had to get up repeatedly 
and sit in the chair. Each time 
he was knocked out of it. 
When that didn’t break him, 
‘Robot’ simply left Kisler on 
the floor and began kicking 
him. Kisler lost consciousness 
at times, and said he thought he 
was going to die. During an 
interval in the beating he took 
the advice of a North Korean 
interpreter 
and 
signed the 
letter. 


Second F111A crash 
reported in desert 


NELLIS AFB, Nev. (UPI)- 
The crash of an F111A fighter- 
bomber in a dry lake Tuesday 
was the second in less than 
three weeks and the 13th since 
the flight test program began in 
January, 1967. 
The Air Force said the two 
pilots aboard the swing-wing jet 
ejected safely before the plane 
crashed in the snow covered 
region 85 miles north of this 
base. 
An F111A disappeared Feb. 12 
on a night training mission 
from Nellis over Nevada and 
Utah. A massive search involv­ 
ing as many as 50 planes at 
times has failed to turn up a 
trace of the $6 million plane. 


Clash over 
selection 
of judges 


SACRAMENTO (UP!) -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and Sen. Alan 
Short 
clashed Tuesday over 
whether Reagan practices what 
he preaches on removing the 
selection of judges from politi­ 
cal influence. 
Short, D-Stockton, told the 
Senate Governmental Efficien­ 
cy Committee that Reagan’s pro­ 
posal to take a governor’s judi­ 
cial choices out of politics was 
only a campaign promise. 
“ No governor in the history 
of the state has been more par­ 
tisan in appointments to the 
bench than Ronald Reagan,” 
Short said. 
Reagan answered at his news 
conference: “ No statement with 
regard to my appointment of 
judges has been more partisan 
than Mr. Short’s statement.” 
He maintained all the selec­ 
tions come through a screen­ 
ing committee. 
But 
Reagan 
acknowledged 
most of the judges he had ap­ 
pointed were fellow Republi­ 
cans. 
“ It is true I have appointed 
a preponderence of Republicans 
to the bench,” he said. “ There 
aren’t 
many Democrats left 
who aren’t judges after tire 
past eight years.” 
Short’s comments came dur­ 
ing debate over a proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment by Sen. 
George Moscone, D-San Fran- 
ciscon to set up judicial com­ 
missions to review court ap­ 
pointments made by the gover­ 
nor. The committee delayed ac­ 
tion on the plan. 
Hippie hijacks jet 
passengers to Cuba 


MIAMI (UPD - A hippie­ 
haired Negro with a Fu Manchu 
mustache and a beard pulled a 
pistol early today and hijacked 
a National Airlines jet to Cuba 
as it flew from New York to 
Miami. 


The Boeing 727, carrying 19 
passengers and seven crew 
members, landed at Havana’s 
Jose Marti Airport at 4:30 a.m. 
EST. 


There was no immediate word 
on 
when the Fidel Castro 
government would release the 
plane and its occupants. Castro 
formerly had forced passengers 
to wait for hours to be returned 
to the «United States aboard 
shuttle flights, but in recent 
weeks he has allowed them to 
return on the hijacked planes. 


“ We hope that is the case 
here,” a National spokesman 
said. Castro had contended that 
it was unsafe for fully loaded 
jets 
to take off from Jose 
Marti. 


It was the 17th hijacking of 
the year and the 12th involving 
a U. S. plane 


The Federal Aviation Admi­ 
nistration (FAA) said the jet, 
National's Flight 97, was 50 
miles south of Norfolk, Va., 
when pilot Ed Buchser reported 
at 2:28 a.m. that “ I've got a 
guy here with a .38” and the 
flight was being diverted to 
Cuba. Buchser said the hijacker 
had a “ hippie hairdo and Fu 
Manchu mustache and beard.” 
The entire crew was based in 
Miami.

Sirhan tells feelings when angry

LOS 
aNGELES (UPI>-Sir- 
han B. Sirhan says that when he 
is “ provoked” , he could kill 
Robert Kennedy, Lyndon John­ 
son, Arthur Goldberg or anyone 
else who favors the Israeli 
cause. 
The 24-year-old Arab immi 
grant got his chance in court 
Tuesday to present his views 
and he let loose with a diatribe 
which must have satisfied him 
but which also could send him 
to the gas chamber for the 
slaying 
of Sen. 
Robert 
F. 
Kennedy. 
Sirhan cursed the Zionists 
from the witness stand. He said 
when he saw pictures of Moshe 
Dayan and Israeli soldiers at 
the Suez Canal he would have 
killed them if he could. 
The defendant said the “ god 
damned Zionists collected $370 
million to strengthen the Israeli 
economy after the six day war 
of 1967 while President Johnson 
was bringing troops home from 
Germany to keep dollars in 
America. 
When Defense attorney Grant 
B. Cooper read from notebooks 
Sirhan had written, the accused 
slayer of Kennedy admitted that 
when 
he 
heard 
a 
radio 
broadcast saying the senator 
felt jets should be sent to Israel 
for defense, he looked into a 
mirror and saw Kennedy’s face 
instead of his own. 
Today Cooper was continuing 
to lead Sirhan through two 
scrawled notebooks in which he 
interspersed love notes about 
girls with such declarations as 
“ Nasser is the greatest man 
who ever lived on earth.” 
Sirhan said he 
respected 
Robert Kennedy until he saw a 
television documentary showing 
Kennedy hailing Israeli indepen­ 
dence. He said then he hated 
Kennedy. 
“ Did you write that Robert F. 
Kennedy must be assassinated 
before 5 June, 1968?’ Cooper 
asked. 
“ If you (sic) were in front of 
me so help me God, he would 
have died at th^t time,” Sirhan 
said. 


Cooper read to him scrib- 
blings where Sirhan wrote about 
assassinating “ the president, 
vice president, etc. down the 
ladder.” 


“ Did you write that you wbuld 
have assassinated Lyndon John­ 
son and the vice president and 
down the ladder?” 


“ I must have been a maniac 
at the time,” Sirhan said.

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Campus protests in nation continue

Heeding the call of three 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech* 
nology professors for a one-day 
research strike coast-to-coast, 
hundreds 
of 
students 
and 
teachers across the nation held 
seminars 
Tuesday 
on 
the 
government’s emphasis of mili­ 
tary needs in alloting research 
funds. 
Campus demonstrations took 
a more familiar turn at Florida 
State University, where helmet- 
ed police carrying fixed bayo­ 
nets on their carbines Tuesday 
arrested 60 students of a group 
of 400 holding 
a 
rally in 
violation of an injunction. 
“ Pigs, pigs,” the students 
shouted, and pelted the police 
with flowers. 
At Sarah Lawrence College, a 
predominantly girls school in 
Bronxville, N.Y., 60 students— 
all but four of them women— 
took over the administration 
building early today to protest a 
tuition hike of $350 which goes 
into effect next September. The 
demonstration was led by the 
Students 
for 
a Democratic 
Society, 
which 
has about a 
dozen members on the 600- 
student campus. 
In Rochester, N.Y., buildings 
at 
two schools were under 
control by black students. At 
the 5,000-student University of 
Rochester, 38 members of the 
Black Students Union took over 
the top two floors of the four- 
story Frederick Douglass Build 
ing Tuesday night, asking 15 
black 
professors, 
100 black 
freshmen in September, a $1.5 
million appropriation for black 
studies, $25,000 for books and a 
black recruiter and coordinator. 
At Colgate Rochester Divinity 
School, fewer than 20 Negro 
seminarians remained in con­ 
trol of the main building they 
took over Sunday, demanding 
more black faculty and adminis­ 
trators. School officials said 
the school would be closed until 
at least Thursday. The 200-stu- 
dent school has 17 Negroes. 
The “research strike’’called 
for by three MIT professors to 
protest the government’s role in 
scientific research failed to halt 
much work, and was countered 
at the Argonne National Labora­ 
tory near Chicago with a 16- 
hour “work-in” by 180 scien­ 
tists. The work-inners got some 
support 
from 
Harvard and 
Boston Universities. 
However, seminars were held 
at schools such as Carnegie 
Mellon 
in 
Pittsburgh, 
the 
University of Maryland, Stan­ 
ford, 
New York University, 
Fordham, Columbia, the State 
University of New York at 
Stony Brook and MIT. 


The scientists and students 
discussed the moral responsibi­ 
lity for research that is used to 
develop weaponry. “A scientist 
cannot foresee the future any 
more than anyone else,” said 
Dr. Allen Perlis, mathematics 
professor and head of computer 
sciences department at Carne- 
gie-Mellon. 
At Florida State University in 
T allahassee, the arrests came

Stanley Marshall asked for an 
injunction banning rallies fol­

floor was called to testify today 
before

investigation. 
Cannon went into convulsions 
as he was about to enter the 
cylindrical habitat - laboratory 
610 feet below the surface of the 
Pacific off Southern California 
Feb. 17. 
The Navy at first said Cannon 
died of cardiac arrest. But a 
spokesman later confirmed that 
one of the four aquanauts on the 
fatal dive 
was using faulty' 
breathing apparatus. 
One of the rigs contained a 
cannister empty of the chemi­ 
cals used to absorb carbon 
dioxide from the mixture which 
is 
continually 
recycled 
for 
breathing. Without the chemi­ 
cals, the carbon dioxide content 
of the mixture would build up to 
a fatal level. 
The Navy did not say which 
of the aquanauts was using the 
faulty diving equipment but the 
cause of Cannon’s death would 
indicate that he was. 
During

days 
of 
testimony, the board of officers 
investigating 
the 
death 
has 
listened to a recounting of the 
series of accidents and malfunc­ 
tions which plagued the Sealab 
3 project. 
Witnesses told of mysterious 
power 
failures, “ tampering” 
with oxygen lines to surface 
decompression chambers leaks 
in the Sealab capsule, garbled 
communications between divers 
and the surface support vessel. 


Garrison accuses assistant in aiding Shaw 


NEW 
ORLEANS 
(UPI)- 
Following up Clay L. Shaw’s 
conspiracy trial acquittal with a 
salvo of legal charges, Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison accused his 
former research assistant with 
illegally aiding Shaw’s lawyers 
in their defense. 


Garrison charged Thomas 
Bethell Tuesday with supplying 
Shaw’s attorneys with a secret 
list of prosecution witnesses 
prior to Shaw’s trial oacharges 
of conspiring to murder Pres­ 
ident John F. Kennedy. 
Bethell, a young Englishman 
who came here to study jazz 
before 
signing on with the 
district attorney’s office, left 
Garrison’s staff last fall. 


Following the Shaw’s acquit­ 
tal, Garrison charged the 55- 
year - old former businessman 
with two counts of perjury. The 
charges filed Monday saidShaw 
lied when he denied on the 
witness 
stand knowing 
Lee 
Harvey Oswald or David W. 
Ferrie, his alleged co-conspira­ 
tors. 
The state produced 10 witnes­ 
ses during the conspiracy trial 
who said they could link Shaw 
with Oswald and Ferrie. 


The charge against Bethell 
said 
he 
“unlawafully 
and 
intentionally did take, use and 
transfer to Salvatore Panzeca, 
an attorney representing Clay 
L Shaw, a trial memorandum 
and an outline which contained 
the names and described the 
substance of testimony of each 
state witness to be called in the 
case of Louisiana vs. Shaw.” 
Panzeca 
has 
declined to 


comment on the charges. 
Bethell could face six months 
in jail and-or a $100 fine if 
convicted. He has posted a $500 


bond on the charge. 
Criminal District Court Judge 
Malcolm V O'Hara, a former 
opponent of Garrison for the 


post of district attorney, has 
been allotted Shaw’s perjury 
trial.

is free on a 
recognizance bond. 
Reagan disappointed by governors 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)—Gov. 
Ronald Reagan 
says he 
is 
“disappointed” that the nation’s 
governors 
didn’t 
back his 
request for a federal study of 
campus 
demonstrations 
and 
violence. 
“ Evidently, there are more 
governors 
who haven’t had 
trouble 
than who 
have had 
trouble,” 
Reagan 
told his 
weekly news conference Tues­ 
day. 
Reagan proposed the study 
last 
week 
at 
the National 
Governors Conference in Wash­ 
ington but the other governors 
refused to take a formal stand 
in favor of his plan. 
He said the study should be 
made to establish “ if there was 
a national plan” by student 
demonstrators—a theory he said 
“ I lean toward” —or if disrup­ 
tions are just “ a modernized 
version of the panty raid.” 
In reply to a question, the 
governor 
said 
he 
saw no 
usefulness in adding a student 
and faculty representative to 
the governing boards of the 
University of California and 
state colleges. 
“ They 
might 
have 
to be 
limited to general meetings,” 
Reagan said, noting the trouble­ 
some 
situation which 
could 
develop 
if 
the 
regents or 
trustees discussed personnel 
problems in executive session 
He said “ if there is a gap 


between faculty and students 
and the schools “ it’s on the 
campus itself.” He said the 
remedy for the situation should 
not come from the regents. 
Reagan also said the disorder 
which has plagued the universi­ 
ty’s Berkeley campus in recent 


days could be traced to the 
relative quiet that has returned 
to San Francisco State college. 
‘I lean toward the theory that 
Berkeley has erupted because 
the steam was running out at 
San 
Francisco 
State,” 
the 
governor said.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Glen Campbell is nobody’s 
man but his own. Glen is 
old-fashioned: he’s patriotic, 
he cares, and he stands up 
for what he believes. 
Glen is in 50-50 partner­ 
ship with Tommy Smothers 
on production of The Glen 
Campbell 
Goodtime 
Hour, 
the new CBS-TV series. But 
what is on the show reflects 
Glen’s opinions, not Tom­ 
m y’s. 
“ When 1 did the summer 
replacement show, 
t h e r e 
were some things I didn’t 
agree with.’’ said Glen, “ but 
I told Tommy I’d do them, 
because he was the boss and 
I was the employe. But I 
have also told him that what 
goes on this show reflects 
my views.” 
(ilen’s views are basically 
conservative. “Sure, we’ve 
got sore spots in our so­ 
ciety,” he says, “but you 
don’t irritate them by pick­ 
ing at them. You try to heal 
them. 
“ I 
disagree 
with 
much 
that goes on in politics, but 
I go vote. I don’t think I 
have the right to put my 
ideas into the minds of 30 
million people.” 
Handsome Glen looks a 
decade younger than his 30 
years. His two big recording 
hits, “ By the Time I Get to 
Phoenix” and “Gentle on 
My Mind,” made him a pop 
star. But he had been an 
anonymous success before 
that as a well-paid studio 
m u s i c i a n . One year he 
played 586 record dates. 
R e c e n t l y he made his 
movie debut, costarring with 
John Wayne in “True G rit." 
“ I don’t know if I am act­ 
ing,” he says. “The part 
was not that heavy. I’d trot 
along on a horse and say 
‘Yes’ to Duke Wayne. Back 
home in Arkansas. I used to 
go pick cotton to get enough 
money 
to go see Duke’s 
latest picture. He was my 
favorite. When I met him. I 
felt just like a fan asking for 
his autograph. And I did. 
I’m Joe Idol anyway.” 


Jean-Claude Killy 
‘But skiing is you.” 


Because immediately after 
he won three Olympic Gold 
Medals and proved himself 
to be the world’s best skier, 
he began showing up on 
comm ercials on TV . . . be­ 
cause he has just started a 
series on CBS-TV . . . be­ 
cause he was the subject of 
an ABC-TV special . . . and 
because 
he was 
rumored 
about to launch a screen ca­ 
reer—you 
assum e, 
before 
meeting Jean-Claude Killy, 
that he is a shrewd young 
man. taking full advantage 
of his Olympic fans. 
Then you meet the charm­ 
ing young Frenchman. His 
TV series is about his love: 
skiing. He is not going to 
act. “It was a very impor­ 
tant d e c i s i o n , ” he says. 
“You can’t start like this, at 
the top, and be a good ac­ 
tor. 
He deliberated before ac­ 
cepting 
the 
commercials, 
and he really wants nothing 
more than to be in his be­ 
loved mountains at his home 
in Val d’Isere, France. 
“Skiing,” he says in his 
soft 
French 
accent, 
“ it’s 
just fantastic. There is no 
noise, just the wind. It’s a 
nice feeling.” 
When he races down the 
side of a mountain, Jean- 
Claude reaches speeds of 85 
miles per hour. “If it is steep 
and you fell at that speed, 
you wouldn’t get hurt. If the 
ground was flat, you could 
get killed.” 
The Olympics, he feels, 
are not a true test of an ath­ 
lete’s a b i l i t y —“ a m an’s 
whole career depends on two 
m inutes.” 
He enjoys many sports, in­ 
cluding surfing, sky diving 
and motor car racing. “Auto 
racing." he says, "is the 
most dangerous, and some­ 
times if you win a race (he 
won one in competition in 
Italy), it is the machine that 
wins. But skiing is you.” 
He has skied most of the 
world’s famous slopes, many 
tor the CBS series. “ I have 
skied 
everything 
e x c e p t 
M o u n t 
Kilim anjaro,” 
he 
says. ” 1 will do that next 
year.” 
After which they will have 
to change the spelling to 
Killymanjaro.

And, then, Clendenon 
said he was becoming a vice 
president for Scripto, a job 
emphasizing public relations. 
Bowie Kuhn and Warren Giles 
worked on the probelm Tuesday 
without success. Houston’s Spec 
Richardson and Montreal’s John 
McHale were due in Atlanta 
today to take a go at it. 
Their chances rest, apparent 
ly, on this: Scripto might allow 
Clendenon to play ball and work 
part time for one season, and 
Clendenon might do that, a deal 
acceptable to Houston.

LEXINGTON, K y .-(N E A )- 
The chair is not so much as 
chairs go — a stiff thing cov- 
red with brown leather — but 
compared with the gray steel 
folding seats surrounding Me­ 
morial Coliseum’s floor, it is a 
virtual throne. 
The 
throne belongs to the 
king. The king is Adolph Rupp. 
Few people have ever seen 
Rupp’s throne, for it is plac­ 
ed at midcourt by a freckled 
student manager only during 
University 
of Kentucky bas­ 
ketball practices. And Kentucky 
basketball practices are clos­ 
ed. 
Adolph Frederick Rupp. The 
name means as much to Ken­ 
tuckians as the smell of bur- 
ley tobacco or the rumble of 
hoofbeats on the backstretch at 
Churchill Downs. Now in his 
39th season, Rupp’s teams have 
won nearly 800 games and four 
NCAA championships. 
The Wildcats’ practices have 
been closed for several years 
now. Followers attribute it to 
several factors. Maybe, they 
say, the Baron doesn’t want his 
players’ attention diverted by 
strangers. Maybe Rupp is con­ 
cocting surprise plays. Then 
maybe, they say, it’s just Adol­ 
ph’s way. 
Adolph’s 
way. 
In 
recent 
years 
here, 
there has been 
no other way as far as Kentucky 
basketball in concerned. Rupp 
runs things like he runs his 
practices. 
The team files onto the floor, 
dressed 
in practice clothes. 
Rupp follows, wearing Khaki 
pants and basketball shoes. He 
sits down at midcourt. 
Across the floor, longtime 
assistant coach Harry Lancas­ 
ter stands, dressed like Rupp, 
with arms folded against his 
chest. 
No one would ever mistake a 
Kentucky 
basketball practice 
for a street dance. Except for 
short commands by Rupp and 
Lancaster, no one speaks. 
One word indicates a drill and 
the Wildcats begin executing 
it with the practiced precision of 
water tumbling off a waterfall. 
Only the squeaking of rubber- 
soled shoes, the slap of the 
leather ball and the occasional 
clump of the nets being separat­ 
ed echo through the empty coli­ 
seum. 
Infrequently, however, a Mike 
Pratt or maybe a Phil Argento 
will lose control of the ball. 
Lancaster lifts his head signi­ 
ficantly 
and 
Rupp 
scowls. 
“ Well, hell, Phil,” says Rupp, 
stretching out his best Kansas 
twang. The ball is retrieved and 
the drill goes on. 
Rupp, it has been said, is a 
difficult man. He has an Q- 
shaped, Charlie Brown head and 
a wide smile that somehow goes 
better with used cars than the 
Hereford cattle he raises. 
At 67, Rupp is perhaps quick- 
er-witted than ever. “ That was a 
rough game,” he says, “ but our 
boys 
weren’t 
that 
rough. 
They were just clumsy.” The 
smile, 
however, 
disappears 
during certain, inevitable mo­ 


ments of intrusion. 
For 
instance, 
the 
Baron 
does not like reporters talking 
to his players. “ I’ll tell you 
anything you want to know,” he 
say s. Kentucky locker rooms, 
like 
Kentucky practices, are 
closed to public and press. 
In recent years, Rupp has 
been getting paid by a Louis­ 
ville 
radio 
station for post 
game 
interviews. 
Adolph, it 
has been discovered, does not 
like to repeat himself. 
It 
has become habit here, 
then, for reporters to crowd 
around Rupp and the radio an­ 
nouncer in the coliseum press 


room and take notes. “ Let’s kill 
two birds with one stone,” the 
Baron says. “ You all (news­ 
men) can get a nice little story 
and I can make some money.” 


Still, 
in 
Kentucky, 
where 
Rupp, the coach, is bigger than 
Rupp, the personality, they love 
him. 
Sure, 
he’s 
sometimes 
abrupt, but, shoot, that’s just 
Adolph. 


“ Nobody else could treat the 
press like he does here and get 
away with it,” said a Louis- 
ville reporter. “ But how do you 
knock him. He wins and you 
can’t knock winners, can you?”

NEW YORK (UPI>—Ted Wil­ 
liams said he’d make mistakes 
managing and it's always good 
to get that first one out of the 
way. 
He already has. 
Maybe he didn’t realize it but 
that was mistake No. 1 when he 
announced nobody’ll be allowed 
in the Washington clubhouse 
until 15 minues after a ball 
game. 
Good old Ted. He can be 
away eight years but he has a 
mind like a steel trap. He never 
forgets. Keeping those club­ 
house doors closed is an old 
story with him. 
He 
was 
instrumental 
in 
keeping newsmen out of tue 
clubhouse for protracted per­ 
iods not only after the ball 
games 
but also before them 
while with Boston. 
In his defense it should be 
said 
a number of Red Sox 
players in his day felt the same 
way he did about the rule which 
kept 
reporters cooling their 
heels but Williams was the only 
one to speak out in favor of it. 
That lent the situation its 
share of humor because when­ 
ever the newsmen finally would 
be allowed in and they’d protest 
the delay to some other Boston 
player, the player generally 
would 
lower 
tils 
voice and 
confidentially say: 


“ Don’t blame me. You know 
who it is. It’s No. 9’s rule, not 
mine.” 
That was then and now is 
now. 
There’s no question who’s 
making the rule now regarding 
the Senators’ 
clubhouse 
but 
there is some question about the 
thinking behind such a rule, 
especially in these trying times 
when 
baseball 
desperate 
needs more lines of communi­ 
cation, not less. 
If Ted Williams or any other 
manager thinks out the entire 
matter clearly, he must come 
to the inescapable conclusion 
that more harm than good is 
done by preventing any legiti­ 
mate newspaperman from en­ 
tering his clubhouse for any 
specified length of time. 
There is no possible way any 
manager, even Ted Williams, 
can seal off his players from 
the news media. Leo Durocher 
made a half attempt at it one 
night last year and the whole 
business resulted in a botched- 
up disaster. 
The quickest way to get rid of 
any newspaperman is to let him 
get what he.came after as soon 
as possible. When he gets it he 
generally goes. He isn’t going to 
hang around because he has a 
dispatch to file. 
But keep him waiting and he 
starts to fret and when he 
starts to fret he usually gets 


angry and when he gets angry 
he’s in no mood to go out of his 
way to help ttie manager or the 
ballclub. So who suffers in the 
long run? The manager. Fre­ 
quently the public, too, because 
no man is at his best when lie’s 
angry. 
Traditionally, the reason giv­ 
en by baseball managers, and 
football 
coaches, 
too, 
for 
making 
reporters 
wait 
X 
number of minutes outside the 
dressing room is that “ we’d like 
the players to cool off a little.” 
Cool off, my notepad! 
Nine out of 10 times if a 
player is of a mind to say 
something to a newsman, he’ll 
say it whether he’s asked 10 
seconds after the game, 
10 
minutes or 
10 hours. As a 
matter of fact, the longer some 
players wait, the more eloquent 
they become. 
A manager has every right to 
some privacy in his clubhouse 
and any newsman understands 
that. What he frequently doesn’t 
understand 
is 
why he’ll be 
forced to wait behind a closed 
door while Ids TV counterpart 
will be blithely getting all the 
interviews he wants inside. 
A perfect case in point was 
the World Series last Fall. 
When rain delayed one of the 
games newsmen were prohibit­ 
ed from speaking with players 
in the clubhouse although the 
TV people had no trouble at all 


getting the players to talk to 
them in front of their cam eras. 
You never heard such holler­ 
ing in your life. Joe Reichler of 
the Commissioner’s office put a 
stop to it. He figured, rightly, 
what wasn’t fair for one wasn’t 
fair for the other and suddenly 
there 
wasn’t 
any 
further 
problem. 
Again, in perfect fairness to 
Williams, he never has differen­ 
tiated between representatives 
of the various news media. He 
treats them all alike. 
There are some indications, 
however, he isn’t nearly as 
inflexible as he was once. When 
asked recently why he hadn’t 
hit to left field against the 
famed 
Williams 
shift, 
he 
conceded 
“ I 
was 
wrong. 
I 
should’ve tried to m ore.” 
And when Dick Young, the 
president 
of 
the 
Baseball 
W riters Association, wrote a 
letter protesting the 15-minute 
clubhouse wait, Williams said 
perhaps he’d compromise. 
“ If we win, maybe there’11 be 
no ban,” he said. “ If we lose 
it’ll be 15minutea.” 
Ted Williams should think on 
it a little more. He should bear 
in mind things are different 
than when tie was with Boston. 
With Washington maybe nobo­ 
dy’11 bother waiting 15 minutes. 
That wouldn't be good for his 
ball club, for baseball or for 
anybody.

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Castro's revolution has seamy side 


tropical products.

In the 10 years since he came 
to power, Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro has established firm 
control over Cuba and suf* 
pressed all serious opposition. 
To that extent his remarkable 
revolution 
of the 
1950’s — 
remarkable in that its guerrilla 
beginnings 
involved such a 
small band of determined men 
—may be termed a success. 
But Castro has failed in one 
of his prime aims -to export 
his revolution throughout Latin 
America 
—and 
for 
Cubans 
themselves it has been a belt* 
tightening, frustrating decade. 
The 
Cuban 
economy has 
plummeted 20 to 25 per cent 
since Castro toppled Fulgencio 
Batista from the presidency on 
Jan. 1, 1959, and where in 1959 
Cuba enjoyed economic and 
political independence, it now is 
firmly tied to the Soviet Union 
by barter agreements, trade 
pacts, and the need to sell the 
Soviets her only major product 
-sugar. 
There have been other domes­ 
tic costs. Some 16 per cent of 
Cuba’s people have gone into 
exile, been imprisoned, sent to 
work camps or are now sitting 
out applications for exit visas. 
Food, clothing and other essen­ 
tials are rationed and many 
other items are unavailable or 
in short supply. 
Some goals of the revolution 
have been reached or are still 
in the process of evolution. 
Education and health services 
are improved and more widely 
and evenly distributed than in 
pre-Castro days. The once all- 
powerful rich igjper class has 
been destroyed and the monied 
middle 
class 
has 
all 
but 
disappeared. 
The very poor 
enjoy more of the benefits of 
government and there has been 
a leveling in income, and in 
economic and social benefits 
available to the masses. 


Yet, dissatisfaction runs deep 
even among the working class 
and peasantry 
fretting over 
continued shortages and lack of 
any 
clear indications when 
things will be better. For their 
ills, however, the people — 
particularly the young genera­ 
tion — place the major blame 
not upon Castro -still the 
heroic figure who came out of 
the Sierra Maestra mountains 
in 1959 -but upon his “ ene­ 
mies,” and the United States is 
No. 1 among them. 


Argentina strong despite years 
of economic mismanagement. 
Cuba in the immediate pre- 
Castro period has grown to its 
high economic plateau in just 60 
years. It was the last nation of 
Latin America to gain 
its 
independence from Spain. Per 
capita income in 1958 was $422; 
in 1968, it had dropped to $415. 
Cuba lacks raw materials, an 
energy source (oil, coal or 


hydroelectric power), capital 
and a trained labor force. Early 
Castro efforts to industralize 
at the expense of sugar, the 
country’s largest income produ­ 
cer, resulted in a very low 
sugar crop as well as reduced 
coffee and tobacco crops. This 
has 
been 
to 
some 
extent 
corrected as the Castro govern­ 
ment has redirected its efforts 
to producing sugar and other 


If there is little coordinated 
opposition to Castro at home, 
there is also little organized 
opposition abroad. Cuban ex­ 
iles, once fiercely dedicated to 
, returning home, have gradually 
become more separated from 
life on the island and a new 
rising generation is less inter­ 
ested in marshalling opposition 
from the outside. 
Even accepting the Castro 
contention that those who have 
fled Cuba since he came to 
power have been largely the 


elements the revolution wanted 
to get rid of, the exodus can 
only be rated a debilitating 
factor 
in over-all 
national 
strength. From a population 
that was estimated in 1959 at 
6.2 million to 6.5 million, and in 
1968 between 7.8 million and 8.2 
million, more than 1.5 million 
have fled, been made political 
prisoners or 
are 
currently 
awaiting exit permission. There 
are now about 500,000 Cuban 
exiles, of whom about 450,000 
live in the United States. As of 
Jan. 1, 1969, 138,503 people had 
left Cuba since the beginning of 


the airlift to the United States 
on Dec. 1,1965. Currently there 
is a waiting list of 160,000 
would-be emigres whose re­ 
quests to leave already have 
been approved by the U.S. and 
Cuban governments. 
Apart 
from 
its 
political 
isolation in the hemisphere, 
Cuba suffers also from sharply 
reduced transport links with the 
rest of the world. In 1959 more 
than a score of airlines served 
Havana, Camaguey and Santia- 
go de Cuba, and Cuba’s ports 
were among the world’s busiest. 
Now, 
Cuban air 
links 
are 


confined to two Aeroflot (So­ 
viet) 
flights 
a week from 
Moscow, 
one Czech airlines 
flight from Prague each week, 
one weekly Iberia Airlines flight 
from Madrid, two Cubana de 
Aviacon 
flights 
weekly 
to 
Mexico City, and 18 KLM flights 
a year between Curacao and 
Havana. 
In 1963, when the U.S. first 
sought 
to 
press 
economic 
sanctions 
there 
were eight 
vessels above 15,000 tons and 24 
above 10,000 tons in addition to 
many 
smaller 
craft plying 
regularly to and from Cuban 


ports. In 1963, 218 free world 
ships called at Cuban ports. In 
1964, there were 394, but the 
drop has been steady since then 
-to 290 in 1965,224 in 1966, 218 
in 1967 and, in the first 10 
months of 1968,152. Much of the 
slack has, of course, been taken 
up 
by 
Communist shipping 
although no exact figures are 
available. 


The Castro revolution goes on, 
against odds, in Cuba. But its 
ideological challenge to the rest 
of 
the Americas does not 
(Continued on Page 3B) 


The worsening economy may 
prove in time to be Castro’s 
Achilles heel but today the 
bearded leader —«till a young 
41 -appears in no foreseeable 
danger of overthrow. And he 
has not given up his dream of 
exporting Castroism through 
the Americas. 
Although there can be no 
definitive answer yet to the long 
term effects of Castro’s rise in 
Cuba on other areas of unrest in 
Latin America, his attempts so 
far to create other “ Cubas” — 
or as he has said a hundred 
“ Vietnams” in Latin America 
for the United States -have not 
paid off. 
Castro has tried to train 
revolutionists and subversives 
to undertake the “ export” task 
but so far the hemisphere policy 
of isolating Cuba —Mexico is 
the only Latin American nation 
that still maintains relations — 
has stalled the Castroist move­ 
ment. 
Whether the late Argentine 
soldier 
of 
fortune 
Ernesto 
“ Che” Guevara, comrade in 
arms of Castro and revolutiona­ 
ry zealot who was slain in 
Bolivia, was more dangerous 
alive than he is dead still isn’t 
clear. A whole international 
“ Che” cult has grown since his 
death. But not even Guevara 
succeeded in fanning the flames 
of revolt in South America. 
Through failures and succe^ 
ses, Castro has demonstrated 
considerable staying power. He 
survived the U^.-mounted Bay 
of Pigs invasion, the Cuban 
missile crisis, the vast exodus 
from Cuba of hundreds of 
thousands of its citizens. Today 
he stands without a contender 
for power and in virtually 
absolute control of the largest 
and most populous island in the 
Caribbean 
-a country 
with 
more people and a higher living 
standard, 
even 
now, 
than 
several 
Latin 
American n<^ 
tions. 
Still, 
any 
assessment of 
today’s Cuba and its role in the 
Americas must return to its 
economic weaknesses. 
Cuba’s total productive capa* 
city has remained essentially 
stagnant since 1959. Its gross 
amounted to about $2.8 billion in 
1958 
and 
was estimated at 
approximately the same in 1966, 
the 
last 
time 
any reliable 
indicators were available. The 
country’s 1958 GNP was the 
highest in Latin America except 
for Venezuela and Argentina. 
And 
this 
was 
without 
the 
enormous 
oil 
reserves 
of 
Venezuela or the vast expanse 
of 
rich 
land 
and 
natural 
resources 
that have 
kept

did when Fidel Castro first 
brought the Cold War to the 
American doorstep. 
The Cuban premier boasted 
after he swept into Havana that 
his 
Marxist 
philosophy 
of 
government

Democracy in its purest form 
—must some day be the rule 
rather than the exception on the 
American continent. 
Castro predicted his revolu­ 


tion would spread to the Andes. 
The fact is -it has not. So 
Castro’s basic challenge to the 
Americas can only be described 
as, so far, a failure. In 10 years 
not a single country of the 
continent 
has 
followed 
the 
example of Cuba in destroying 
free enterprise and seeking to 
build a Socialist economy on its 
ruins. Castroism, however, did 
challenge United States com­ 
placency in regard to its Latin 
American neighbors. It can be 
construed 
as the motivating 
impulse for the late President 
John F. Kennedy's ambitious 
Alliance 
for 
Progress self- 


help aid program. 
The Castro revolution also 
served to bring more U.S. 
popular attention to the “ poor 
relations” of the south. Rela­ 
tions, in the generalized sense, 
have improved between North 
and South America as a result. 
To attribute the recent spasm 
of military revolutions in Latin 
America to military fears of 
Castrotype 
actions 
in their 
countries would distort history. 
Many 
if 
not 
most of the 
countries o f Latin Americahave 
-long before 
Castro-has 
a 
political history of so-called 
“ men 
on 
horseback” 
and 


strongman or one-man rule. 
Witness Nicaragua and the 
Dominican Republic, with 30 
years or more of dictatorial 
rule prior to their return to 
democracy and include Argenti­ 
na, Colombia and Venezuela, 
other nations long ruled by 
force. 
Cuba, today almost entirely 
dependent on the Soviet Union, 
does not and has not posed any 
great challenge to the economic 
well being of the area. No other 
country in Latin America, for 
example, lives by the ration 
book. And the foreign trade of 
no 
other 
Latin 
American 


country is so concentrated on 
the primitive system of barter 
as is that of Cuba. 
After 10 years of Castroism,. 
Cuba is today a near-friendless 
nation in its own family of 
nations. 
Only Mexico in Latin America 
retains diplomatic ties with the 
Castro regime. Only the satel­ 
lite nations of eastern Europe— 
and a few western countries in 
desperate need of foreign trade 
-do business with Cuba. And in 
the 
case 
of 
the 
western 
countries—Canada, in particu­ 
lar — that trade is on a strict­ 
ly cash basis. 


The mam 
“ challenge” 
of 
Cuba in 196y to the American 
democracies 
is 
negative, if 
indeed 
it can be termed a 
challenge. 
Cuba’s status as a Soviet 
satellite, 
for 
example, does 
serve to perhaps immobilize 
some 
United 
States defense 
forces which otherwise would 
not be the case. Cuba's status 
as a haven for “ sky pirates” 
has also contributed a negative 
aspect—it 
is

nuisance, than a challenge.

“ I can look at any part of the 
sentence a person is saying as 
it crosses the room, or refer 
back to an earlier part of the 
sentence. 
“ Sometime conversations are 
difficult. Once I was with a 
couple 
and

visualize

walled 
garden, with a neighborhood 
dog managing to get in and dig 
it up, and all these problems 
with the dog. 
“ When I said something about 
the dog, no one knew what I 
was talking about and I realized 
I had built the whole scene in 
my mind while the conversation 
was about something else'.” 
That was the description of a 
marijuana “ high” as exper­ 
ienced by a 31-year-old New 
Yorker. He says he smokes a 
marijuana cigarette about once 
in six months and sees no 
reason 
why 
it shouldn’t be 
legalized. 


His description of marijuana's 
effects — relaxation, waves of 
euphoria, some unbalanced con­ 
versations 
but 
no loss 
of 
physical equilibrium, a craving 
for sweets, no “ morning after” 
hanover -do not sound alarm­ 
ing, and most people know or 
know of someone who suffers 
much 
more 
harmful effects 
from alcohol. 
The comparison between alco­ 
hol 
and 
marijuana 
is 
not 
uncommon, ranging from the 
high 
school 
girl wtio noted 
“ adults drink booze, we smoke 
pot,” to the 24-year-old New 
Jersey 
girl 
who 
uses both 
moderately 
and 
says 
she 
prefers marijuana because it 
isn’t fattening. Both the teem* 
ger and the older girl believe 
marijuana or “ pot” should be 
legalized. 
1)1*. Henry B rill, director of 
New York State’s Pilgrim State 
(mental) Hospital in Brentwood, 
Long Island, is strongly opposed 
to legalization of marijuana and 
he finds backing in the same 
i alcohol analogy. 


“ The two are not the same,” 
Dr B rill said. “ There are 
1 sim ilarities. 
You 
can 
have 
i chronic alcoholism and chronic 
• annabism.” Cannabis is the 
j scientific name for the hemp 
1 plant from which marijuana is 
I derived. 
“ We now have an estimated 
| five million alcoholics in this 
country, and 3 0 ,0 0 0 to 4 0 ,0 0 0 
I deaths a year are traced to 
alcohol one way or another. It 
doesn’t seem logical to create 
1 another 
problem 
similar to 
i alcohol.” 
Dr. B rill added the two were 
not identical in effect, and he 
i said if alcohol had never been 
I legal in the United States, he 
I would not favor making it so. 
1 Prohibition, 
however, proved 
! that 
such 
taboos cannot be 
j enforced when a custom is long- 
I established. Marijuana, howev- 
! er, has no such history in the 
United States. 
“ I am strongly a g a in s t the 
: legalization of marijuana,” he 
I said, 
“ and 
I am 
strongly 
against the message it would 
carry to the public-that this is 
a harmless or relatively harm­ 
less drug. It isn't.” 


The 
psychiatrist 
does not 
unreaiistically threaten mari­ 
juana experimenters with an 
inevitable 
slide 
into 
drug 
addiction. Warnings such as 
that fall on deaf ears when 
young people—end some older 
ones -have tried marijuana and 
found themselves able to smoke 
it or leave it alone. 
“ There are two main dan­ 
gers,” Dr. B rill said in an 
interview, “ One is acute patho» 
logical 
intoxication 
from 
a 
relatively small dose -that is, a 
person 
could 
experience an 
acute psychotic episode. 


“ I say pathological because it 
is assumed that some underly­ 
ing instability produces this 
effect. 
It 
may 
be 
berserk 
sometimes, depressive others. 
There can be waves of suspicion 
causing a dangerous paranoid 
reaction. These extreme reac­ 
tions to a very small dose of 
marijuana are not statistically 
prominent, but they make up a 
not inconsiderable number of 
cases.” 
In drug jargon, this is a “ bad 
trip” or “ bummer.” 
“ Most significant,” he added, 
“ is that in any exposure to any 
intoxicating substance a certain 
number of people are unable to 
take it occasionally and leave it 
alone the rest of the time. 
Instead they use it in fairly 
steady doses and over long 
periods of time. In addition they 
look for a more powerful effect. 
Again, this is not 100 per cent, 
but it is true in a significant 
proportion of cases.” 
This is your classic case, who 
begins by smoking marijuana 
and dabbling in drugs, and ends 
up either really dependent on 
marijuana, or worse, physically 
addicted to stronger drugs such 
as heroin.

Western European trains 
have been modernized and 
plush added. Most lines are 
electrified.

have been cut. Welded rails 
m a k e 100 - miles - an - hour 
speeds practical. 
The 
red-and-buff 
Trans- 
European Express t r a i n s, 
particularly—called the T E E 
trains—have glamorous pas­ 
senger accommodations. 
Travelers from North and 
South America and Japan 
are the only ones who can 
take advantage of the E u ­ 
railpass 
b a r g a i n . 
It 
is 
aimed, exclusively, at stimu­ 
lating tourism from these 
areas. 
A flat rate is paid for the 
pass. Buy them for varying 
lengths 
of time, 
21 days 
($110), one month ($140), two 
m o n t h s ($180) or three 
months ($210). Half-fare for 
children four through 10. No 
charge for those under four. 
Just show the pass for un­ 
limited first-class travel in 
13 countries. No other ticket 
is required. No extra charge 
lor the luxury T E E trains. 


Stopover anywhere. Retrace 
any trips without limit. 
It’s as if you owned the 
roads, except for meals and 
special sleeping accommoda­ 
tions. They aren’t covered. A 
number of river and lake 
steamers are — and i n t e r - 
country f e r r i e s and bus 
routes operated by the rail­ 
roads honor the pass as well. 
There are other bonuses.

Europeans need only show 
their passport at an airline 
t i c k e t office or a travel 
agency to get the card.

FLUORESCENT LAMPS 
CAN GO ON THE BLINK 


By MR. FIX 


Life was simple with or­ 
dinary incandescent l i g h t 
bulbs. When one burnea out 
you simply replaced it with 
a new bulb and threw the old 
one away. 
Fluorescent lamps are not 
quite as simple to figure out 
when problems appear. 
Sometimes they flicker, go 
on and off, glow at the ends, 
won’t light or will light only 
reluctantly, 
may 
flash 
or 
may not offer as* much light 
as one might expect. 
Because the light is bet­ 
ter, cooler and the lamps 
less expensive to operate, the 
advantages are worth learn­ 
ing to live with. Learn to live 
with them p r o p e r l y and 
they’ll tell you what you 
have to do to cure them. 
When a lamp s t a r t s to 
blink it may be that it is at 
the end of its life. Or it may 
mean that the starter is be­ 
ginning to wear out. Figure 
one starter will outlast about 
two fluorescent tubes. It's a 
good idea 
to 
replace 
the 
starter with every second 
lamp change. 
Keep duplicate lamps and 
starters on hand. Replace 
with a new one to be certain 
which is giving trouble. 
Before 
replacing always 
check the connection. Turn 
the tube gently in the socket 
to make certain the connec­ 
tion is a good one. 
When you replace a start­ 
er make certain it is the 
proper size for the lamp you 
are using. Make certain the

starter is tight in its socket. 
Once in a great while the 
ballast (a transformer that 
controls and limits voltage) 
will go bad. Check this after 
trying bulb, s t a r t e r and 
checking all connections, in­ 
cluding wiring to the fixture. 
Other conditions can cause 
trouble 
A fluorescent light 
in the garage may flicker on 
and off and a new lamp may 
continue to do the s a m e 
thing If the temperature of 
the garage is cold or if a 
cold draft hits the lamp it 
will cause the light to blink 
on and off. Shield the lamp 
or use a special low temper­ 
ature l a m p or a thermal 
starter. 
If a brand new lamp flash­ 
es on and off, be patient. 
This often is a temporary 
defect in a new lamp. Turn 
it on and off several times 
and chances are it will work 
perfectly after that. 
Fluorescent lamps will last 
several tim es as long as or­ 
dinary light bulbs. If yours 
do not, figure out why. There 
may be a defective starter 
at fault. Voltage that is too 
high or too low will shorten 
lamp life. Check or replace 
the ballast. 
You may be turning them 
on and off too frequently. 
Starting shortens the lamp’s 
life. Since they burn so little 
current compared to an or­ 
dinary bulb it is cheaper to 
leave them on for longer per­ 
iods of time.

The Lompoc Wye 


One would have to look far and wide over this state’s highway 
system to see a more poorly designed intersection than our 
dangerous Lompoc Wye at tne north end of the city. 
A life was claimed at the intersection this week, adding to 
the many serious accidents which have occurred since the com­ 
pletion of this design. 
With traffic access now cut off from north and south Van- 
denberg, the risk to life and limb and property at this intersec­ 
tion has greatly increased. 
The intersection is complex to even the most experienced 
driver. It becomes more complex for the night - time driver 


who must employ all sense of caution to merely make sure he 
is turning into the correct lane. Comingfromthe East at night, 
it is almost impossible to know which lane to enter if the 
driver’s destination is Lompoc. More dangerous, we feel, is 
traveling to the north at night and hitting the bright glare of 
the service station lights at the top of the hill. The addition of 
a stop sign, a temporary measure we understand, coming from 
the north has also increased the danger of the intersection. 
This area requires the immediate attention of highway engi­ 
neers. Until corrected, all drivers passing through this inter­ 
section are living on borrowed time. 


At last? 


At last it appears that some attention is going to be given to 
one of our Valley’s greatest assets, the La Purisima Mission. 
Word has been received from Assemblyman W. Don Mac- 
Gillivray that the top man of the State Division of Beaches and 
Parks will arrive in March to conduct a survey of the facility 
which, as many do not realize, is a State historical park. 
It is a State historical park that we feel has been sadly ne­ 
glected by the higher echelons of Sacramento when it comes to 
budgeting or any consideration of worthwhile recommendations 
that would enhance the facility as a tourist and cultural at­ 
traction. its promotion at the State level has been to say the 
least slip shod. In some brochures, it is not even mentioned. 
The Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce has long advocated 
the promotion of the facility and in so doing has, in fact, ad­ 
vanced printing money for brochures for Mission visitors be­ 
cause the State had not budgeted funds enough even for this 
minor item. 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 


For the past two years, The Chamber of Commerce has been 
attempting to get the State to utilize a portion of the hundreds 
of unused Mission acres for the establishment of an over­ 
night facility for camper - trailers. The lack of these facilities 
in the Valley is critical. Daily, the Chamber of Commerce re­ 
ceives letters from camper - trailer owners who wish to visit 
the area inquiring of facilities. Other than commercial parking 
areas, and these are limited, there is none. During Lompoc’s 
annual 
Flower 
Festival 
and 
the annual La Purisima 
Mission Day Fiesta, these inquiries are numerous. It is the 
Chamber’s contention that if facilities were available, the 
tourist would remain and the economy would benefit. 


State officials are coming to the Mission to survey this 
possibility. Chamber of Commerce officials will be present 
to press for their demands which we feel are duly warranted 
and should be expeditiously fulfilled.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Japanese relations 


TOKYO — As traveling trouble shoot­ 
er President Nixon should have Japan 
high on his tour itinerary. For this as­ 
tonishing country, with its astonishing 
recovery from the depths of defeat and 
destruction, is the pivot of Asia, and any 
realistic American policy in this part of 
the world must be based on collaboration’ 
with the Japanese. 
But before he can even think of com­ 
ing, before Premier Eisaku Sato could 
risk an invitation, the President will have 
to take strong, decisive steps to resolve 
the deep divisions between the two na­ 
tions. The measures he must take will 
not be easy, since they will go counter 
to powerful elements, notably the Amer­ 
ican military, bent on keeping every­ 
thing just as it is. 
The 
Japanese - American security 
treaty expires in 1970, and no one has 
forgotten that the conclusion of that 
treaty in 1960 brought perhaps the most 
furious upheaval 
in 
postwar Japan, Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower set 
out to visit Tokyo to 
giue his blessing to the 
treaty. 
So 
riotous 
were 
the 
protesting 
m6bs that he stayed in 
Manila while the ques- 
f 


tion of his safety was 
weighed. Finally, aft­ 
er a humiliating wait 
of a week, he returned 
to Washington. 
Today observers here believe that feel­ 
ing runs even deeper beneath the pros­ 
perous, busy surface of Japanese life. 
The Vietnam war and America’s persis­ 
tent effort to isolate China — the length­ 
ening shadow of a posture in Asia that 
has often seemed deliberately designed 
for 
disaster 
— complicate the rela­ 
tionship with the Asian power rank­ 
ing third in the world in production. If 
American policy is to be rebuilt on a sol­ 
id foundation, Japan must be the corner­ 
stone of that foundation. 
The first stage obviously is to take 
those steps that will win over all but 
the extremists to acceptance of the se­ 
curity 
treaty for another term. That 
means at the start, Okinawa and, at a 
minimum, reversion of control over the 
Okinawan population to Japan. 
Okinawa is a festering sore with, one 
gathers, a large segment of opinion. 
The resentment and concern have been 
accentuated by the Vietnam war, unhajv 
py accidents seem to conspire to un­ 
dermine the good feeling toward Amer­ 
ica that has grown up since 1945. 
Initially it was understood that Oki­ 
nawa would not be a base for bombers 
attacking Vietnam. Then came the Pueb­ 
lo incident and the alarm of a greatly 
widened war in Korea. As a securi­

were sent to Oki­ 
nawan 
bases and today those B-52s 
regularly bomb targets below the 10th 
parallel. 
The catastrophic defeat of 1945, the 
atomizing of Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
and, interestingly 
enough, 
the wise 
counsel of Gen. Douglas MacArthur as 
American pro-consul after the war —all 
contributed to the profoundly held con­ 
viction of peace. 
Under the governing party, the liber­ 
al - democrats, a self - defense force 
has reached a total strength of 275,000 
— ground, air and navy. Even this force, 
so minuscule in contemporary terms for 
a nation of one hundred million, is the 
source of bitter political dispute. 
The fact that probably less than half 
of one per cent of Japan’s gross na­ 
tional product goes into defense costs 
is one reason for the flourishing state 
of Japan's economy. The industrialists 
are quite content that it should be so. 
Any suggestion from Washington that 
Japan’s forces should be enlarged would 
be ill received by almost every element. 
On the nuclear issue there is a curious 
ambivalence. It is an open secret that 
nuclear weapons are stored at American 
bases on Okinawa. That is one source of 
the continuing agitation on the left, not 
merely to see the administration of the 
Okinawans in Japanese hands but to force 
the Americans out of a base the Ameri­ 
can military regards as vital to securi­ 
ty in the Pacific. 
Yet most Japanese are content to shel­ 
ter under the American nuclear umbreal- 
la. As a practical people they are fully 
aware of the standoff between the two 
nuclear giants, and China’s threat is too 


remote for immediate concern. 
In preparing for a relatively calm ac­ 
ceptance of the continuation of the se­ 
curity treaty, some modification, some 
scaling down possibly, of the American 
military presence in Japan proper may 
be essential. Twenty-five years after 
the end of the war there are 35,200 
Americans in Army, 
Navy and Air 
Force units. With civilian employees 
and dependents it adds up to 46,000 
which, with the bases they occupy in 
these crowded islands, is a lot. 
Oi China, Nixon has been saying the 
right things from the Japanese viewpoint 
— try to break down the barriers raised 
high for two decades. But change is 
coming so swiftly, with Italy, Canada 
and possibly Belgium preparing to rec­ 
ognize Peking, that Japan, holding off 


in deference to the American position, 
may be caught in a difficult squeeze. 
The dead weight of the long China trag­ 
edy hangs heavy over the decisions just 
ahead. 


But there is a great reservoir of good­ 
will to draw on and it would be compound­ 
ing the tragedy if the past were to de­ 
feat the present. The strongest first im­ 
pression of the visitor is the admira­ 
tion the Japanese have for most things 
American. They have a remarkable ca­ 
pacity to adapt to change. With this goes 
a great respect for inventiveness, mod­ 
ernity, skill, and productivity, 
and 
they see in America the epitome of the 
qualities they admire.

ABM arguments 


The Pentagon’s efforts to implant the 
new thin-line Sentinel anti-ballistic mis- 
sile around many of the nation’s cities 
is producing more verbal fallout than an 
atomic explosion produces radioactive 
fallout. 
Residents in cities from Hawaii to Los 
Angeles and points east are raising their 
voices in a chorus of protest — accus­ 
ing the Pentagon of setting them up like 
ducks in a shooting gallery for nuclear 
tipped missiles which may come rock­ 
eting this way from China. 
Many of the pro­ 
tests have the fami­ 
liar dollar ring to 
them 
as 
specula 
tors worry about the 
fall of real estate 
values 
in 
areas 
where the sites are 
proposed. 
The argument in 
favor of placing the 
ABM facilities away 
from the larger cities to reduce the 
threat to metropolitan areas holds little 
water. 
The thin-line ABM system was pro­ 
posed by ex-Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert S. McNamara to guard this na­ 
tion against the possible suicidal na- 
tional tendencies of the leadership among 
the Red Chinese. Assume that at some 
point within the next decade or so, 
Communist China should elect to ini­ 
tiate a nuclear missile attack against this 
country. 
That nation’s intelligence would have 
appraised Chairman Mao and his mili­ 
tary heirarchy of the prospects of such- 
an engagement. With this nation’s capa- 
bility for nuclear retaliation being some­ 
what along the magnitude of eradicating 
every person, city, town and industry 
in Red China, it would, in fact be suicide. 


If the Chinese become willing to com­ 
mit suicide in exchange for inflictingn» 
clear damage upon this nation, it is most 
unlikely that they would expend their mis­ 
siles on strictly military targets which 
have been “ hardened” to the extent 
they could survive almost a direct nu­ 
clear hit and still fire their missiles 
hours or even days later. It is much 
more likely that our great industrial ceiv 
ters and densely populated areas would 
be the most likely targets of such 
an attack. 
If our industries and population cen­ 
ters were left intact, the damaged milt- 
tary machine could be repaired in short 
order. Conversely, if the industrial might 
were crippled, supplies and equipment 
to outfit the military machine would be 
slowed or delayed indefinitely. 
It would appear that those people 
living in and around the metropolitan 
areas would be lobbying in favor of 
any type of device that could be counted 
upon to stay or soften the punch of a 
potential enemy. 
We don’t speak for the community 
on such matters, but in-sofar as yours 
truly has a stake in this area, we’d 
be in favor of an anti-ballistic-missile 
site hereabouts. Matter of face, we 
can remember about eight years ago the 
Pentagon actually initiated construction 
on a missile defense system near the 
base main gate. It was to have used the 
Bomarc to shoot down enemy bombers 
carrying nuclear bombs and coming in 
over the pole. 
Work was cancelled on the contract 
after officials decided the Bomarc was 
obsolete because the ICBM was changing 
the theory of warfare. As well as me­ 
mory serves at this late date, the people 
of the Valley offered no opposition to 
the Bomarc and likely would offer none 
to a Sentinel system.
